Tho  purposo  of  this  brochure  is  to  prosorvo  for  our  children,  end  our  child¬ 
ren’s  children,  in  sinplo  form  a  few  facts  wo  have  collated  from  various  sources 
about  our  ancestry  and  living  relatives. 

Beginning  with  tho  earliest  known  facts  about  tho  several  familios  involved, 
our  procedure  has  been  to  trace  the  line  of  descent  and  show  thoir  presumed  rela¬ 
tionship  to  the  undersigned.  This  explains  the  frequency  of  the  usage  of  our 
initials  (P.  E.  H.  and  L.  McD*  H. )  throughout  the  brochure.

Chapter  I. 

THE  HOLDCRAFT  ANCESTRY 

For  several  years  prior  to  1932,  J.  Mehrling  Holdcraft  engaged  in  extensive 
correspondence  with  certain  Holdcraft  families  in  Ireland,  the  Irish  Office  in 
London,  the  Dublin  Cathedral,  and  certain  local  Catholic  priests  in  Ireland  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  facts  about  the  Holdcraft  ancestry.  Much  of  what  im¬ 
mediately  follows  is  the  result  of  Mehrling* s  researches  and  labors. 

The  earliest  known  Holdcrafts  (Holdcroft,  Holcroft,  etc.)  lived  in  Lancashire, 
England,  in  the  fourteenth  century,  and  seem  to  have  migrated  to  Ireland  in  one 
of  the  Norman  invasions  of  that  period.  However,  some  remained  in  England  and  the 
Irish  branch  of  the  family  kept  in  touch  with  the  parent  stock  for  several  genera¬ 
tions,  sending  their  sons  back  to  England  for  higher  education.  Religiously,  the 
Holdcrafts  were  Catholics  in  Ireland,  but  the  older  generations  were  connected 
with  the  Church  of  England * 


CAPT.  JOHN  HOLDCRAFT 
G-G-GRANDFATHER  OF  P.  E.  H. 

Our  knowledge  of  our  Holdcraft  ancestry  becomes  definite  with  Captain  John 
Holdcraft,  an  officer  under  Colonel  Tysdale  in  suppressing  the  revolution  of  1798. 
Following  his  military  career  he  settled  down  at  Keagh’s  Cross,  near  Richardstown, 
County  Louth,  Ireland.  Here  he  built  a  stone  dwelling  house  which  still  stands 
and  is  occupied  by  some  of  his  descendents.  His  wife’s  name  is  not  known.  But 
he  raised  a  large  family,  of  whom  four  names  are  definitely  known:  Henry,  Bernard, 
James .  and  George. 


JAMES  HOLDCRAFT  and  ROSE  (McCabe)  HOLDCRAFT 
G-Grandparents  of  P.  E.  H, 

James  Holdcraft,  son  of  Capt.  John,  of  Keagh’s  Cross,  County  Louth,  Ireland, 
married  Rose  McCabe,  of  Dunleer,  County  Louth,  Ireland;  They  had  throe  children: 
James  Patrick.  Elizabeth,  and  Henry,  The  father  died  at  an  early  age  and  at  least 
one  of  their  children,  James  Patrick,  went  to  live  with  his  grandmother.  Nothing 
more  is  known  of  these  great-grandparents 

JAMES  PATRICK  HOLDCRAFT  and  CATHERINE  (Dutrow)  HOLDCRAFT 

Grandparents  of  P.  E.  H, 

James  Patrick  Holdcraft  was  born  at  Keagh’s  Cross,  County  Louth,  Ireland,  in 

September,  1836.  At  the  age  of  fourteen  he  ran  away  from  home  and  it  is  said  he 

"stowed  away"  on  a  vessel  bound  for  South  America.  The  next  few  years  seem  to 
have  been  spent  as  a  seaman.  On  June  16,  1857,  the  records  of  the  Federal  Courts 
in  Boston  and  Stoughton,  Mass.,  show  that  he  entered  the  port  of  Boston  as  an  im¬ 
migrant.  Ho  then  made  his  homo  with  soveral  cousins  in  Stoughton,  Mass.,  and  se¬ 

cured  employment  as  a  "boot  crimper"  in  a  shoo  factory.  With  tho  outbreak  of  the 
Civil  War,  although  not  yet  a  naturalized  citizen  of  tho  United  States,  ho  volun¬ 
teered  and  was  assigned  to  Co.  K. ,  5th  Mass.  Inf.,  which  later  was  reorganized  as 
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the  Ninth  Massachusetts  Infantry.  He  served  with  this  regiment  through  many 
major  battles  until  July  6,  1863.  While  on  outpost  duty  near  Frederick,  Md.,  he 
was  cut  off  from  his  regiment  by  a  force  of  Confederates.  While  in  hiding  from 
i  the  Confederates,  in  a  deserted  line  kiln,  his  own  regiment  moved  off  into  Penn¬ 

sylvania,  listing  him  first  as  "missing"  and  later  as  "deserted."  His  version 
was  that  after  being  left  behind  by  his  regiment,  he  seized  the  opportunity  to 
join  the  cavalry.  After  three  years  in  the  infantry,  he  wanted  to  ride  a  horse. 
Three  weeks  after  being  left  behind  by  his  regiment  he  was  in  Co.  D.,  First  Md. 
Cavalry,  better  known  as  Cole's  Cavalry.  To  avoid  detection  by  the  Infantry,  he 
enlisted  in  the  Cavalry  under  the  assumed  name  of  James  McCabe.  McCabe  was  his 
mother’s  maiden  name.  Serving  with  this  Cavalry  unit  until  tho  end  of  the  war, 
he  was  honorably  discharged  at  Harpers  Ferry,  June  28,  1865.  During  the  war 
ho  wa3  taken  prisoner  Jan.  1,  1864  at  Rectortown  and  was  confined  in  tho  infamous 
Libby  prison,  where  thousands  of  soldiers  died  of  cold,  starvation,  and  illness. 
The  war  records  show  he  was  back  with  his  regiment  the  following  summer,  having 
been  exchanged,  or  escaped. 

While  on  maneuvers  in  the  vicinity  of  Frederick,  and  possibly  through  a 
soldier  comrade,  he  met  Catherine  Ann  Sophia  Dutrow.  They  were  married  in  Bethel 
Church,  near  Lewistovm,  Frederick  County,  July  9,  1865,  eleven  days  after  his 
discharge  from  the  Cavalry.  In  the  interim,  James  Patrick  dropped  his  assumed 
name  of  McCabe  and  resumed  the  use  of  his  correct  name,  Holdcraft.  The  old 
Bethel  Church,  a  small  stone  structure,  still  stands. 

The  building  was  used  during  the  week  as  a  school  house, 
where  George  Dutrow,  father  of  Catherine,  taught  school  through  the  week  and 
led  the  singing  on  Sundays.  He  also  conducted  old  fashioned  singing  schools 
which  were  popular  a  hundred  years  ago.  Preceding  the  erection  of  this  old 
stone  church,  which  is  thought  to  have  occurred  in  1838,  a  structure  of  logs  was 
on  the  site  and  was  known  as  Ramsburg’s  School  Houso,  after  Jacob  Ramsburg,  a 
Holdcraft  ancestor.  Tho  old  Bethel  Church  was  used  jointly  by  the  Reformed  and 
Lutheran  denominations.  In  1881  the  Lutherans  erected  a  more  commodious  edifice 
on  the  premises,  and  the  Reformed  group  went  to  nearby  Charlesville  and  built 
a  church.  Catherine  Dutrow  Holdcraft,  having  been  raised  in  the  Reformed  Church, 
went  with  the  Charlesville  group  and  retained  her  membership  there  until  death. 
James  Patrick  Holdcraft  was  a  Catholic,  and  it  was  quite  a  concession  on  his  part 
to  be  married  in  a  Protestant  Church.  Nevertheless,  he  saw  to  it  that  his  three 
children  were  baptized  as  Catholics.  After  his  death,  his  widow  raised  the  child¬ 
ren  in  the  Reformed  Church. 

The  children  of  James  Patrick  and  Catherine  Dutrow  Holdcraft  were:  John 
Henry,  born  June  1,  1866;  Rose  Catherine  Ann,  born  May  19,  1868;  and  Mary  Susan, 
born  Feb.  12,  1870.  The  two  sisters  married  Milton  and  Edward  Powell,  brothers. 
See  Chapter  VII.  John  Henry  was  bom  at  Stoughton,  Mass.,  and  the  girls  were 
born  at  Brook  Hill,  Frederick  County.  Brook  Hill  is  also  known  as  Yellow  Springs. 

Following  their  marriage,  Patrick  and  Catherine  went  to  Stoughton,  Mass., 
where  he  resumed  his  occupation  as  a  "boot  crimper"  in  a  shoe  factory.  After 
John  Henry  was  born  they  decided  to  return  to  Frederick  County  and  lived  for  a 
while  in  a  log  house  owned  by  Catherine’s  brother  John.  Patrick  worked  at  farm¬ 
ing  and  whatever  ho  could  get  to  do.  He  helped  build  the  old  "Receiver,"  a  part 
of  the  first  water  system  of  Frederick.  It  still  stands  near  Yellow  Springs.  As 
work  became  scorco,  Patrick  returned  to  Massachusetts  where  he  could  work  at  his 
trade.  A  number  of  letters  came,  stating  he  was  saving  money  to  send  for  his 
family,  and  looking  forward  to  a  happy  reunion.  Suddenly,  the  letters  stopped 
coming.  It  was  later  learned  he  had  gone  to  New  Hampshire  to  work  on  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  bridge  and  had  fallen  to  tho  rocks  below  and  was  killed.  Years 
passed  before  Grandmother  could  establish  her  claim  for  a  soldier's  widow’s 
pension.  This  she  finally  did,  but  not  until  she  had  raised  her  children  and  all 
had  passed  through  many  years  of  privation  and  sacrifice. 
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The  children  of  Janes  Patrick  and  Catherine  Hold craft  were  raised  in  the 
vicinity  of  Brook  Hill,  Ceresville,  and  other  locations. 

Catherine  Ann  (Dutrow)  Holdcraft  was  born  June  29,  1834,  and  died  Feb.  12, 
1917.  Before  marriage,  she  lived  for  a  while  in  the  family  of  Hear  Admiral  Win¬ 
field  Scott  Schley,  near  Harnony  Grove.  Admiral  Schley  becane  famous  as  the  com¬ 
mander  of  the  American  fleet  which  destroyed  the  Spanish  fleet  at  Santiago,  1898. 
Grandmother  had  many  memories  of  Admiral  Schley  as  a  youth. 

Most  of  grandmother’s  later  life  was  lived  in  the  hone  of  Aunt  Anna  Powell, 
her  daughter,  with  occasional  extended  visits  with  her  other  children.  She  died 
at  the  home  of  Aunt  Anna,  near  Lewistown.  She  was  fatally  stricken  while  sit¬ 
ting  in  her  favorite  chair^  reading  her  Bible.  Her  finger  was  pointing  to  this 
passage — Isa.  43:  2.  Funeral  services  were  conducted  in  the  Reformed  Church  at 
Charlesville,  with  interment  in  the  adjacent  graveyard.  Grandsons  served  as 
casket-bearers. 


JOHN  HENRY  HOLDCRAFT  and  ELLA  (Mehrling)  HOLDCRAFT 

John  Henry  Holdcraft,  son  of  James  Patrick  and  Catherine  (Dutrow)  Holdcraft, 
was  born  June  1,  1866  at  Stoughton,  Mass.  When  he  was  about  ohe  year  old  his 
parents  returned  to  Frederick  County  and  resided  at  Brook  Hill,  now  better  known 

as  Yellow  Springs.  See  preceding  sketch  for  the  story  of  his  parents,  and  see 

Chapter  VII  for  the  story  of  his  sisters,  Anna  and  Susan. 

John  Henry  received  his  meager  schooling  in  the  Brook  Hill  School,  and  later 
in  the  Retreat  Grove  School,  near  Ceresville.  As  a  lad  he  engaged  in  the  simple 
sports  and  pastimes  of  the  mountain  folk  of  that  day,  and  early  in  his  boyhood 
became  inured  to  toil.  In  his  early  teens  he  went  to  live  with  the  Shriner  fam¬ 
ily,  who  owned  the  Ceresville  flour  mill.  Here  he  learned  the  trade  of  the  mill6r. 
Later,  his  mother  and  sisters  moved  into  the  old  stone  house  across  from  the  mill. 

It  was  to  this  old  stone  house  that  John  in  1888  brought  his  bride.  In  the  great 

flood  of  1889  the  lower  floor  of  the  house  was  inundated,  ruining  some  valuable 
furniture.  In  this  sane  basement  living  room  Paul  E.  Holdcraft,  while  pastor  of 
the  nearby  Walkersville  United  Brethren  Church,  1912-1916,  baptized  the  child  of 
a  parishioner.  In  recent  years  the  old  stone  house  was  razed  to  make  way  for 
the  widening  of  the  highway,  and  a  modern  house  now  stands  just  back  of  the  site 
of  the  old  one. 

While  working  for  the  Shriners,  whom  John  always  held  in  the  highest  esteem, 
it  was  one  of  John's  routine  duties  to  deliver  mill  products  to  patrons,  one  of 
whom  was  Caspar  Mehrling,  near  Frederick.  In  this  manner  he  became  acquainted 
with  Casper’s  daughter,  Ella  Cornelia.  Casper  Mehrling  was  a  farmer  and  orchard- 
ist.  He  was  married  to  Margaret  Ann  Elizabeth  Nickel.  See  Chapters  III  and  IV. 

The  courtship  resulted  in  marriage,  much  to  the  chagrin  of  Grandfather  Mehrling. 

He  wanted  his  daughter  to  accept  the  attentions  of  several  other  young  men  who 
were  regular  callers  at  the  home.  Although  both  of  these  young  men  became  promi¬ 
nent  in  the  business  and  social  life  of  Frederick,  Mother  often  stated  she  never 
regretted  her  choice.  John  and  Ella  wore  married  Nov.  29,  1888,  by  their  pastor, 
Rev.  Luther  Kuhlman,  D.  D.,  of  the  Frederick  Lutheran  Church.  The  ceremony  took 
place  at  the  parsonage.  In  their  old  age,  Mother  and  Father  frequently  mentioned 
that  in  all  their  married  life  never  a  cross  word  had  passed  betwoen  then. 

Grandfather  Mehrling  seems  to  have  softened  in  his  attitude  toward  John,  for 
soon  after  the  marriago  John  left  the  mill,  where  he  had  worked  ten  years,  and 
lived  In  the  Mehrling  homo.  Ho  took  over  tho  management  of  the  farm  while  Grand¬ 
father  busied  himself  with  his  orch/ird,  cider,  and  vinegar  business.  Hero,  in 
tho  old  homostoad,  Maurice,  Paul,  and  Ruth  woro  born. 
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Grandmother  Me hr ling  died  Mar.  13,  1894,  and  on  Aug.  1,  1894  John  and  Ella 
Hold craft  and  family  moved  to  a  rented  house  then  known  as  55  Vest  South  St,  and 
John  took  a  position  as  miller  for  S.  D.  He if snyder,  who  operated  a  flour  mill  on 
the  East  Church  Street,  extended,  pike.  In  the  fall  of  1895  they  bought  from  the 
Shriners  a  dwelling  then  known  as  133  East  Church  Street,  and  moved  into  it.  Here 
all  the  other  children  were  born.  In  1922  the  Church  Street  property  was  sold  and 
they  bought  the  dwelling  known  as  338  East  Third  Street,  Here  they  resided  until 
Mother  and  Father  died. 

Early  in  1896  John  had  to  relinquish  his  work  in  the  flour  mill  because  of 
a  respiratory  infection  brought  on  by  mill  dust.  The  doctor  ordered  him  to  secure 
work  in  the  open  air.  During  the  summer  of  1896-  he  worked  on  the  construction  of 
the  trolly  line  to  Braddock  Heights.  Later  he  worked  a  short  while  for  the  Fred¬ 
erick  Lime  and  Stone  Co.,  and  on  July  4,  1897  became  a  road  salesman  for  U.  A. 
Lough,  dealer  in  monuments  and  tombstones.  John  remained  with  the  Lough  firm  until 
his  death,  June  28,  1937.  From  early  Monday  morning  until  Saturday  night  he  was 
away  from  home,  traveling  the  highways  and  byways  of  Frederick,  Carroll,  Howard, 
and  Montgomery  Counties  with  horse  and  buggy,  and  sometimes  by  bicycle.  He  knew 
every  inch  of  those  roads,  and  practically  everybody  who  lived  along  them.  In  his 
later  years,  in  order  to  be  able  to  spend  more  of  his  time  at  home,  he  eased  up 
on  the  selling  and  assisted  with  shop  work  and  installations. 

John  Henry  Holdcraft  was  raised  in  the  Reformed  Church  (Bethel  and  Charles- 
ville),  but  upon  removing  to  the  vicinity  of  Frederick  he  united  by  transfer  with 
the  Frederick  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  April  24,  1886.  He  became  active  as  a 
Sunday  School  teacher.  An  entry  in  his  diary  under  date  of  Feb.  28,  1892,  is  this: 
n0ur  S.  S.  Class,  on  motion  by  myself,  concluded  to  contribute  during  the  year  a 
sum  of  money  sufficient  to  build  a  prayer  house,  or  church,  in  India.”  There  is 
no  indication  as  to  how  the  project  succeeded,  nevertheless  it  was  ambitious,  to 
say  the  least.  Another  activity  of  John  was  his  service,  first  as  1st  Lieuten¬ 
ant,  and  later  as  Captain  of  Antietan  Camp  No.  3,  Sons  of  Civil  War  Veterans.  In 
the  latter  organization  he  was  proficient  with  the  fife  in  the  fife  and  drum 
corps,  a  popular  organization  of  that  era.  Father  Holdcraft  was  a  nature  lover, 
and  was  well  versed  in  all  things  pertaining  to  the  great  out-of-doors* 

John  Henry  Holdcraft  died  June  28,  1937,  and  was  buried  in  the  family  plot 
at  Mount  Olivet  Cemetery. 

Ella  Cornelia  (Mehrling)  Holdcraft  was  born  Nov.  4,  1863  and  died  April  12, 
1935.  She  became  the  mother  of  nine  children,  eight  of  whom  are  living  at  this 
time  (1954).  See  next  sketch.  Throughout  her  life  her  interests  centered  in  her 
home,  her  family,  and  her  church.  Her  children  will  never  cease  to  marvel  at  her 
devotion,  her  sacrificial  life,  her  industry,  and  her  patience.  Her  home  was  al¬ 
ways  a  neighborhood  center. 

Ella  was  baptized  July  24,  1864,  and  confirmed  in  the  Lutheran  Church  May  15 
and  16,  1880.  The  latter  ceremony  in  those  days  began  on  the  Saturday  before 
Whitsuntide  and  was  completed  the  following  day.  Whitsuntide  was  always  an  im¬ 
portant  anniversary  in  Mother ls  calendar. 

When  Mother  died,  Dad  had  this  inscription  carved  on  her  tombstone:  ”She 
hath  done  what  she  could."  All  who  knew  her  felt  the  quotation  was  very  apropos. 
When  Father  died,  the  family  felt  there  should  be  a  matching  quotation  on  his 
stone.  Accordingly,  this  was  our  selection:  "Faithful  over  a  few  things."  This, 
too,  seems  to  epitomize  his  life  and  character. 

A  sidelight  on  the  birth  of  Ella  Cornelia  (Mehrling)  Holdcraft  may  be  of  in¬ 
terest.  On  Nov.  3,  1863,  a  Confederate  Regiment  camped,  without  permission,  in 
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Grandfather’s  orchard.  An  officer  rudely  rapped  on  the  kitchen  door  and  with¬ 
out  further  ado  strode  ihto  the  house  and  into  the  pantry.  There  he  saw  a  bar¬ 
rel  of  flour  Grandfather  had  just  brought  from  the  mill.  Turning  to  Grandmother 
he  said:  "You  get  busy  and  make  some  flapjacks  for  my  hungry  soldiers."  All 
day  long  grandmother  stood  at  the  hot  stove  making  flapjacks,  throwing  them  out 
the  window  when  done.  Hungry  soldiers  were  there  fighting  for  thorn.  Fearing 
for  Grandmothers  safety,  Grandfather  took  her  to  Frederick  that  night  to  tho 
home  of  friends  who  lived  in  the  original  Barbara  Fritchie  house.  Barbara  had 
died  the  preceding  December.  That  night  Ella  Cornelia  was  ‘born.  She  was  born 
in  an  upstairs  room  on  the  side  of  the  house  nearest  the  center  of  the  city. 

In  1868  flood  waters  washed  away  the  wall  under  the  creek  side  of  tho  house  and 
it  collapsed,  and  was  torn  down.  With  the  advent  of  the  automobile,  and  tour¬ 
ists  who  wanted  to  see  the  Fritchie  home,  the  old  house  was  rebuilt  exactly  as 
it  was  before  the  flood.  Some  of  the  original  materials  have  been  re-used.  (See 
the  Maryland  Historical  Society’s  Magazine  of  Sept.  1942.)

Chapter  II

Howser.  Mary  is  an  accomplished  musician. 

With  time  out  for  soldiering,  Maurice  has  given  a  lifetime  of  service 
to  the  C.  and  P.  Telephone  Co.,  as  switch-board  technician,  wire-chief, 
and  instructor.  Since  1920  he  has  been  stationed  in  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

As  a  teen-ager,  he  enlisted  in  Co.  A.,  2nd  Inf.,  D.  C.  National  Guard. 
Upon  returning  to  Frederick  from  Washington,  he  transferred  to  Co,  A., 

1st  Regt. ,  Md.  N.  G.  While  stationed  in  Penna.  he  joined  Troop  F.,  1st 
Penna,  Cavalry  and  served  with  that  outfit  in  the  Mexican  border  trouble 
of  1916.  He  was  a  bugler.  In  April  1917  his  cavalry  regiment  was  con¬ 
verted  into  the  107th  Field  Artillery.  During  World  War  I  Maurice  was 
overseas  13  months  and  fought  in  the  major  battles  of  the  Oise-Aisne, 
the  Second  Marne,  the  Argonne-Forest,  and  Ypres-Lys.

See  sketches  of  her  family  ancestry  in  Part 
Two  of  this  brochure*  A  graduate  of  the  Frederick  High  School,  1910,  she 
has  continued  her  education  by  taking  advantage  of  many  opportunities 
for  instruction  in  music,  art,  and  Christian  leadership.  She  holds  the 
advanced  Teacher  Training  diploma  of  the  International  Council  of  Relig¬ 
ious  Education.  Uniting  with  the  Frederick  United  Brethren  Church  at  the 
age  of  twelve  she  has  since  been  active  in  every  phase  of  church  work. 

Paul  E.  Holdcraft  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1908  and  was  ordained  in 
1913  by  Pa.  Annual  Conf.  of  the  United  Brethren  Church.  Most  of  his  edu¬ 
cation  was  gotten  while  serving  pastorates  in  connection  with  his  school¬ 
ing.  In  addition  to  A.  B.  and  B.  D,  degrees,  he  holds  post  graduate  de¬ 
gree  of  Doctor  of  Sacred  Theol.,  from  Westminster  Theol.  Sen.,  and  honor¬ 
ary  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  from  Lebanon  Valley  College*  Pastorates:

Roger  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Marines  Feb.  1919  and  saw  service  in  the 
Santo  Domingo  revolution,  Haiti,  and  the  Virgin  Islands.  In  1922  he  was 
one  of  180  Marines  selected  from  the  entire  Marine  Corps  on  the  basis 
of  physical  build  and  drilling  efficiency  to  be  sent  to  the  world’s  fair 
at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil,  where  exhibition  drills  were  given  daily  in 
competition  with  similar  outfits  from  many  other  nations.

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THE  MEHRLINGS 

The  first  Mehrling  to  arrive  in  Anerica  so  far  as  we  have  information  was 
Hans  George  Mehrling,  who  landed  from  the  ship  Halifax,  Oct.  22,  1754.  What  rela 
tion  he  sustained  to  our  family  is  not  clear,  but  there  are  good  reasons  for 
believing  he  was  an  uncle,  or  great  uncle  of  Valentine  von  Mehrling. 

Valentine  Von  Mehrling 
GG  Grandfather  of  P.  E.  H. 

The  first  Mehrling  of  our  family  connection  of  whom  we  can  at  this  time  be 
positive  was  Valentine  von  Mehrling,  who  was  born  in  the  Rhineland  in  1777  and 
died  in  Ostheim,  Germany,  in  1861.  Church  records  indicate  that  the  Mehrlings 
had  been  residents  there  as  early  as  1786.  By  trade  Valentine  was  a  glazen- 
meister,  or  glazier.  To  whom  he  was  married  is  not  known  to  us,  but  .there  were 
nine  children.  The  parents  and  six  of  the  nine  children  remained  in  Germany  and 
died  there.  They  have  been  described  by  correspondents  as  ’’substantial  people, 
store-keepers,  business  men,  and  farmers." 

Three  of  Valentine’s  sons  and  their  families  came  to  America  in  I846-I848. 
(Old  family  records  indicate  1848,  but  a  "passport  of  one,  now  in  possession  of 
J.  Mehrling  Holdcraft,  indicates  1846.  It  is  possible  all  did  not  come  at  the 
same  tine.  Among  other  substantial  German  families  who  came  to  Frederick  at 
about  the  same  time  were  the  Seegers,  Woerners,  Heinleins,  etc. 

The  three  Mehrling  brothers  who  came  to  liner ica,  I846-I848,  were:  Johannes 
George,  Johannes  Ludwig,  and  Johannes  Nicholas  Mehrling. 

JOHANNES  GEORGE  MEHRLING.  Born  Oct.  19,  1801.  Died  in  Frederick,  Md.,  May  7, 
1861.  He  was  the  Holdcraft  ancestor  and  more  will  be  said  of  him  and  his 
family  in  the  next  sketch. 

JOHANNES  LUDWIG  MEHRLING.  Born  Aug.  13,  1815.  Died  in  Frederick,  Jan.  19,  1893. 
In  Germany  he  had  married  a  third  cousin,  Anna  Elizabeth  von  Mehrling,  on 
June  9,  1837.  Anna's  parents  were  Johannes  Peter  and  Anna  Maria  von  Mehrl¬ 
ing.  The  father  died  in  1820  and  the  mother  Dec.  11,  1845.  Anna  died  Nov. 
13,  1890.  Johannes  Ludwig  and  Anna  Elizabeth  Mehrling  had  ten  children:

"Cousin  Lewis"  conducted  a  fino  grocery  on  E.  Pat¬ 
rick  St.,  between  East  and  Wisner  Sts.  (P.  E.  H,  was  his  errand  boy 
around  1900  -  1902. ) 
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JOHANN  NICHOLAS  MEHRLING.  Bom  June  22,  1829.  Died  June  19,  1369  in  Julietta, 

Marion  County,  Indiana.  Nicholas  seems  not  to  have  tarried  long  in  Freder¬ 
ick  before  moving  on  into  the  interior.  Ho  married  Elizabeth  Hoffman  and 
had  three  children:  1.  Henry,  2.  Mary  (Mrs.  Howard  Darner),  and  3.  Maggie 
(Mrs.  _  Fenner). 

JOHANNES  GEORGE  and  ANNE  MARGRETHA  (Forter)  MEHRLING 

G  Grandparents  of  P.  E.  H. 

Johannes  George  Mehrling  was  one  of  the  three  brothers  referred  to  in  the 
preceding  section.  He  was  born  in  Osthein,  Germany,  Oct.  19,  1801,  and  died  in 
Frederick,  Md. ,  May  7,  1861.  Before  coning  to  America  he  had  married  Anna  Mar- 
gretha  Forter.  She  was  born  May  14,  1804,  and  died  Mar.  1,  1866. 

Upon  settling  in  Frederick  in  1846  (or  1848)  they  bought  a  large  brick 
dwelling  on  West  Patrick  Street,  beyond  the  bridge.  Under  one  side  of  the  house 
was  a  large  brick  arch  over  a  driveway  that  led  to  the  rear  yard.  Here  Johannes 
George,  with  the  aid  of  his  sons,  conducted  his  meat  business.  He  seems  also  to 
have  been  a  sawyer  by  trade  and  did  some  work  along  that  line. 

The  children  of  Johannes  George  and  Margretha  Mehrling  were: 

(1)  Johannes  George  (Jr.),  Born  May  5,  1827.  Died  Oct.  28,  1911.  He  married 

Barbara  Englebrecht,  who  was  born  in  1830  and  died  in  1902.

Railing,  son  of  Henry  Railing.  Their  children  were:  Margaret  (Mrs.  Elmer

(3)  Johannes  Caspar.  Born  June  1,  1834.  Died  Jan.  16,  1907.  He  became  the  Hold-

(5)  John  Conradt.  Born  Oct.  7,  1840.  He  was  a  sergeant  in  the  Union  Army  in  the 

Civil  War,  a  member  of  the  Potomac  Home  Brigade.  He  was  killed  in  action 
May  27,  1862,  in  a  battle  at  Front  Royal,  Va,  He  was  the  first  Frederick 
soldier  killed  in  the  Civil  War. 

(6)  John.  Born  April  25,  1837.  Died  July  23,  1916.  He  married  Susan  Hane,  who 

was  born  July  18,  1841,  and  died  Oct.  21,  1897.  Their  children  were 
Annie,  Katie,  Daniel,  William,  Lizzie,  Harry,  Minnie,  Nellie  and  George. 
Daniel  married  Annie  Estelle  Railing,  daughter  of  Adam  and  Louisa  (Perry) 
Railing,  and  their  son  is  Rev.  Walter  Daniel  Mehrling,  a  minister  of  the 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church,  now  pastor  at  Adanstown,  Md.  John 
Mehrling’ s  second  wife  was  Miss  Glovine  Hamilton. 

(7)  Mario  Dorothea.  Died  in  infancy.  '  lorn  May  21,  1846. 

JOHANNES  CASPAR  and  MARGARET  (Nickel)  MEHRLING 
Grandparents  of  P.  E.  H. 

Johannes  Caspar  Mehrling  was  born  in  Ostheim,  Germany,  Juno  1,  1834,  and 
died  in  Frederick,  Jan.  16,  1907.  Caspar  learnod  the  neat  cutting  trade  from 
his  father  and  followed  it  for  many  years.  Later  ho  gave  his  full  attention  to 
farming.  He  had  a  large  apple  orchard  with  a  cider  press,  and  did  quito  a  large 
vinegar  business,  supplying  Frederick  stores  and  private  homes. 

Johannes  Caspar  Mehrling  married  Margaret  Ann  Elizabeth  Nickel  Feb.  15, 
1854.  A  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Elizabeth  (Ragan)  Nickel,  sho  was  born  Doc.  20, 
1835,  and  diod  April  13,  1894.  The  Caspar  Mohrling  farm  was  on  tho  northern 
outskirts  of  Frederick,  beginning  at  Eighth  Street  and  running  north  to  the 
rail  road  crossing;  in  an  easterly  direction  the  farm  extended  again  to  tho  rail 
road  tracks,  and  thore  was  some  acreage  beyond  the  tracks.  On  the  north  the 
farm  joined  the  land  of  his  fathor-in-law,  Jacob  Nickel,  which  is  now  known  as 
"The  Odd  Fellows'  Farm"  because  the  Odd  Fellows'  Homo  is  built  upon  it. 
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On  a  Frederick  County  topographical  survey  map  dated  1873  the  outlines  of 
the  farm  are  shown  with  the  name  HK.  Marland"  imprinted  in  the  center.  The  name, 
of  course,  means  "Caspar  Mohrling"  and  was  mis-spelled  by  the  map  maker.  The  old 
farm  house,  built  about  1836-1837  is  now  surrounded  by  suburban  home3  and  itself 
has  a  street  number — 1216  N,  Market  St,  In  the  rear  a  small  brick  house  still 
stands  where  slaves  were  quartered.  After  Grandfather 1 s  slaves  were  freed  by  the 
Civil  War  they  remained  with  the  family  on  a  voluntary  basis.  For  more  about  the 
old  homestead  see  pages  3,  4,  5. 

The  Mehrlings  were  members  of  the  Reformed  Church  but  in  anticipation  of 
marriage  Grandfather  transferred  his  membership  to  the  Lutheran  Church  on  Jan.  1, 
1854.  His  bride-to-be  wan  a  Lutheran,  as  were  all  the  Nickels. 

The  children  of  Johannes  Caspar  and  Margaret  Nickel  Mohrling  wore: 

(l)  Jacob  Nickel  Mohrling.  Born  May  8,  1855;  died  Aug.  11,  1909.  On  Nov.  16, 

1875  he  married  Lydia  Ann  Jordon,  who  was  born  Oct.  8,  1857  and  died 
Apr.  9,  1941.  Her  father  was  Edward  Jordon,  a  '  nativo',of  Ireland, 'and 
her  mother  was  named  Martha,  a  French-Canadian.  Aunt  Lydia  married 
secondly,  George  C.  Spies,  who  died  Aug.  14,  1929,  aged  73.  Uncle  Jacob 
Mohrling,  like  his  ancestors,  was  a  meat  cutter  and  through  most  of  his 
adult  life  lived  in  South  Baltimore,  where  the  family  was  raised.

He  was  educated  in  the  old  Frederick  Academy  and  became  a  minister  of  the 
M.  E.  Church,  South,  in  1888.  He  served  appointments  in  Va,  and  V/,  Va, , 
as  follows:  Brucetown  Circuit,  1888-89;  Berryville  Circuit,  1889-90.  In 
1890  he  was  assigned  to  New  Castle.  Enroute  to  his  new  field  of  labor  by 
horse  and  buggy  he  was  overtaken  by  a  storm  and  was  drenched.  He  became 
ill  and  died  as  a  consequence.  A  memoir  of  his  career  may  be  found  in 
the  1891  minutes  of  the  Balto.  Annual  Conf.  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South. 

(6)  Carrie  Virginia.  Born  Jan.  13,  1875;  died  Aug.  13,  1875.

John  Adan  Nickel,  Sr.>  was  born  Sept.  22,  1781  and  died  Jan.  17,  1864.  He 
married  Anne  Elizabeth  von  Stouder,  who  was  bora  Mar.  5,  1793,  and  died  Nov.  23, 
1833.  They  were  natives  of  Hirschberg,  Eavaria,  along  the  river  Rhine.  Coning 
to  America  in  1821,  they  settled  in  Frederick,  on  Vest  Patrick  Street,  where 
they  conducted  a  florist  business,  with  greenhouses  adjoining  their  residence.

1838  she  married  Christopher  Voerner,  who  was  born  Pc  tw4,i8 14-'  and  died 
Mar.  7,  1891,  aged  76y,  4n,  21d,  He  was  a  blacksmith  who  had  his  shop  on 
the  east  side  of  S.  Market  St.,  just  across  the  bridge.  Aunt  Louise  died 
Jan.  19,  1910.  P.  E.  H.  remembers  her  well.  She  was  very  brusque,  but  big 
hearted.  At  age  88  she  boasted  of  having  all  her  teeth. 

6.  PETER.  Born  Jan.  27,  1824. 

7.  FREDERICK.  Born  Aug.  17,  1825. 

8.  CATHERINE,  Born  Dec.  7,  1827;  died  Jan.  4,  1918.  She  married  James  McKinsey, 

who  is  said  to  have  been  the  first  post  master  ever  appointed  by  Lincoln 
after  taking  office  (probably  Elkton,  Md. )  Catherine,  with  Mrs.  Emma 
Ewing,  who  founded  the  School  of  Domestic  Science  of  Chautauqua,  wrote 
two  standard  cook  books  that  were  widely  acclaimed  in  her  generation.  This 
information  came  from  her  obituary  in  the  Frederick  News. 

Catherine  and  Janes  McKinsey  were  the  parents  of  Folger  McKinsey,  the 
"Bentztown  Bard."  He  was  editor  of  the  Frederick  News,  1886-1898;  Managing 
Editor  of  the  Baltimore  News  and  Washington  Post,  1898-1906;  Columnist  of 
the  Baltimore  Sun,  1906-1950.  He  was  born  Aug.  29,  1866  and  died  July  22, 
1950.  He  wrote  thousands  of  poems,  including  a  book  of  poetry.  His  col¬ 
umn  in  the  Morning  Sun  always  carried  at  the  top  a  little  quatrain  by 

Carlotta  Perry:  »» j-t  was  only  a  glad  ’Good  Morning! 1 

As  she  passed  along  the  way, 

But  it  spread  the  morning’s  glory 
Over  the  live-long  day. "

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JACOB  and  ELIZABETH  (Ragan)  NICKEL 
G  Grandparents  of  P.  E.  H. 
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Jacob  Nickel  vas  born  in  Germany  Nov.  24,  1810,  and  was  brought  by  his 
parents  to  America  in  1821.  See  preceding  sketch.  He  died  in  Frederick,  Nov,  24, 
1878.  He  married  Elizabeth  (Betsy)  Ragan,  daughter  of  a  Frederick  tobacconist, 

May  22,  1832.  Betsy  vas  born  Oct.  10,  1810,  and  died  Oct,  17,  1895.  (Another 
death  date  has  been  given  as  Oct,  9,  1895.)  Betsy’s  grandfather  vas  a  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  soldier  named  George  Shaner;  her  mother  was  before  marriage  Eliza¬ 
beth  Shaner,  She  died  Aug.  13,  1821, 

Jacob  Nickel  purchased  a  farm  north  of  Frederick  which  is  now  called  the 
"Odd  Fellows  Farm”  because  upon  it  is  located  the  Odd  Fellows’  Hone.  The  old 
homestead,  modernized  in  later  years,  stood  just  across  the  highway.  Here  Jacob 
Nickel  divided  his  time  between  farming  and  butchering,  but  found  tine  for  active 
participation  in  the  work  of  the  Frederick  Lutheran  Church.  He  is  listed  as  having 
served  as  Sunday  School  Superintendent.  For  a  short  time  Jacob  conducted  a  neat 
business  in  Middletown,  Md. 

The  children  of  Jacob  and  Elizabeth  (Ragan)  Nickel  were  as  follows; 

1.  Jacob  Ragan.  Born  Oct.  10,  1834;  died  Jan.  7,  1835. 

2.  Margaret  Ann  Elizabeth.  Holdcraft  ancestor.  She  was  born  Dec.  20,  1835,  and 

died  April  13,  1894.  She  married  Caspar  Mehrling.  See  pages  11-14. 

3.  Rev,  Adam  Luther  Nickel,  Bom  July  30,  1840;  died  July  7,  1916.  He  became  a 

Methodist  Protestant  minister  and  lived  many  years  in  the  vicinity  of  Union- 
town,  Pa.  He  married  Cornelia  Schroyer,  who  was  born  Oct.  7,  1843,  and 
died  Oct.  14,  1906.  In  the  early  1900’s  the  family  returned  to  Frederick 
and  erected  several  dwellings  on  E*  Church  St.,  near  the  old  toll  gate. 

They  affiliated  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  Uncle  Luther  organi¬ 
zed  several  missions,  one  in  the  old  Bentztown  Tavern,  and  the  other  on 
Winchester  Street.  He  preached  in  each  every  Sunday  and  accepted  no  pay. 

The  Winchester  Street  Mission  vas  taken  over  later  by  the  Episcopaloans  and 
it  is  now  known  as  St.  Barnabas'  Chapel.

1.  Charles  Ragan.  Born  Feb.  14,  1865;  died  July  16,  1866.

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Chapter  V 

THE  RAMSBURGS 
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There  are  many  Ramsburg  families  in  Frederick  County,  but  practically  all 
of  them  trace  their  ancestry  to  Stephen,  John,  or  George.  John  and  George 
vere  nephews  of  Stephen  and  came  to  America  about  1750.  Their  descendents  seem 
to  have  spelled  their  names  Remsburg,  and  most  of  them  settled  in  the  Middle- 
town  Valley. 

The  Holdcrafts  are  descended  from  Stephen,  who  was  born  in  Lorraine,  Ger¬ 
many,  in  1711.  The  family  name  appears  on  old'  church  records  in  Lorraine  dating 
back  as  far  as  800  A.D.  VJhen  Stephen  Ramsburg  came  to  America  is  not  known,  but 
a  Stephen  Ramsburg  was  a  taxpayer  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  in  1719.  It  is 
thought  the  latter  was  the  father  of  the  former.  If  true,  this  would  date  the 
family’s  arrival  in  America  between  1711  and  1719 

JOSEPH  BRUNNER 
GGGG  Grandfathet*  of  P.  E.  H. 

Joseph  Brunner  lived  in  Schiefferstadt,  Germany.  No  dates  are  available, 
and  his  wife’s  name  is  not  known.  His  daughter  Anna  Catherine,  married  Stephen 
Ramsburg.  The  family  probably  came  to  America  when  Anna  Catherine  was  quite 
young.  The  Brunners  were  among  the  eabliest  settlers  of  Frederick  County. 

CAPT.  STEPHEN  and  ANNA  (Brunner)  RAMSBURG 
GGG  Grandparents  of  P.  E.  H. 

Stephen  Ramsburg,  born  in  Germany  in  1711,  came  to  Frederick  County,  Md., 
presumably  via  Lancaster  County,  Fa.,  in  1732.  He  married  Anna  Catherine  Brun¬ 
ner,  whose  parents  came  from  Schiefferstadt,  Germany.  Prior  to  1745  Stephen 
was  a  Captain  of  Militia  which  had  been  organized  for  protection  against  the 
Indians.  He  became  a  leading  citizen  of  Frederick  and  owned  considerable 
property,  as  his  will  reveals.  Stephen  was  active  in  church  work.  In  1748  he 
was  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Reformed  Church,  just  organized,  and  his  name 
appears  on  the  ancient  deed.  In  1761  Stephen  Ramsburg  ahd  Jacob  Shower  purchas-v 
fed  a  plot  of  ground,  in  the  name  of  the  church,  on  the  s.  e.  corner  of  Market 
and  Church  streets,  where  Kemp  Hall  now  stands,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
parsonage  fof  Rev.  Philip  Wilhelm  Otterbein,  their  pastor,  who  married  Susan 
LeRoy  April  19,  1762.  In  1764*  still  under  the  pastorate  of  Mr.  Otterbein, 
the  trustees  erected  a  stone  church  building,  portions  of  which  still  stand, 
and  which  is  known  as  "The  Town  Clock  Church."  The  steeple  and  clock,  however, 
were  later  additions. 

Stephen  Ramsburg  died  March  7,  1789.  To  Stephen  and  Anna  were  born  at 
least  seven  children,  one  of  whom  was  Jacob,  our  ancestor. 

JA.C0B  and  ANN  (Devilbiss)  RAMSBURG 
GG  Grandparents  of  P.  E.  H, 

Jacob  Ramsburg,  son  of  Stephen  and  Anna  Brunner  Ramsburg,  was  born  in  1744 
and  died  April  10,  1826.  He  married  Ann  Elizabeth  Devilbiss  (Deibelbiss)  on 
June  27,  1769.  She  may  have  been  his  second  wife.  Ann  was  born  Dec.  4,  1753, 
and  died _ .  They  established  their  home  in  the  Bethel  Church  sec¬ 

tion  and  led  in  the  erection  of  a  log  school  house,  which  also  served  the  com¬ 
munity  as  a  church.  It  was  called  "Ramsburg’ s  School  House."  In  1838  a  union 
church,  of  native  stone,  was  built  on  the  site.  For  more  about  Bethel  Church 
see  page  2  of  this  brochure.  Jacob  and  Ann  Devilbiss  Ramsburg  had  cloven 
children,  one  of  whom  was  Catherine,  a  Holdcraft  ancestor.  See  next  sketch. 
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GEORGE  and  CATHERINE  (Ramsburg)  DUTROW 
G  Grandparents  of  P.  E.  H. 

Catherine  Ramsburg,  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Ann,  was  bora  May  5,  1790.  She 
died  Nov.  11,  1861.  Her  first  marriage  was  to  a  Mr.  Hardy,  who  died  during  the 
War  of  1812  of  spotted  fever.  She  had  two  children  by  Hardy,  named  Caspar  and 
Ann.  She  married,  secondly,  George  Dutrow  on  Feb,  5,  1824,  and  had  five  more 
children,  one  of  whom  was  Catherine  Ann  Sophia,  grandmother  of  P.  E.  H.

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Chapter  VI 
THE  DUTRCWS 

"When  the  French  invaded  Germany  in  the  long  series  of  wars  around  1700, 
they  relentlessly  persecuted  the  Protestants  and  put  to  death  or  exiled  many 
thousands  of  them.  Other  thousands  sold  their  possessions  and  fled  to  England 
or  Holland,  from  whence  many  of  them  went  to  that  haven  for  the  oppressed  re¬ 
cently  opened  up  by  William  Penn.  Almost  daily  ships  arrived  in  Germantown  from 
Dutch  or  English  ports.  Queen  Anne  herself  aided  thousands  to  emigrate  to  Ameri¬ 
ca.  This  first  great  wave  of  immigration  gave  us  several  ancestors,  the  Dutrows, 
the  Brunners,  the  Ramsburgs,  and  Devilbisses,  The  second  wave  around  the  time 
of  the  Napoleonic  wars  brought  the  Nickels,  and  the  last,  caused  by  the  German 
Revolution,  brought  the  Mehrlings."

GEORGE  PHILIP  and  VERONICA  DUTRCW 
GGGGGG  Grandparents  of  P.  E.  H, 

We  shall  call  his  name  Dutrow,  but  the  Penna.  Historical  Society  gives 
thirty-seven  variations  of  the  spelling — Dutrow,  Duddera,  Duttez*a,  Tottera,  Etc. 
In  some  instances  brothers  spelled  their  names  differently. 

George  Philip  Dutrow  was  born  in  Europe  between  1660  and  1670,  the  exact 
date  is  not  known.  An  old  biography  states  he  died  in  Frederick  Township,  now 
Montgomery  County,  Pa.,  Nov.  6,  1741,  "at  an  advanced  age."  That  he  came  to 
America  at  about  1700  is  indicated  by  the  known  fact  that  his  first  child, 
Michael,  was  born  in  Europe  in  May,  1698,  while  his  second  child  and  all  the 
rest  were  bom  in  America.  Heironimus,  the  second  son,  was  born  in  1701. 

George  Philip’s  wife  was  named  Veronica.  Her  maiden  name  is  unknown*  She  died 
at  the  same  place  her  husband  died,  Oct.  20,  1752,  Old  land  records  indicate 
they  bought  land  around  Philadelphia  Dec.  22,  1722,  and  Feb.  3,  1725.  They 
were  staunch  mombers  of  the  Reformed  Church  and  the  husband  was  the  lay-leader 
of  Falkner  Swamp  Reformed  Church,  and  later  as  elder  of  the  Skippack  congrega¬ 
tion.  The  known  children  of  George  Philip  and  veronica  Dutrow  were:

GGGGG  Grandparents  of  P.  E.  H, 

Conrad  (Sr.)  was  born  in  Sept.,  173  2.  Pie  married  Magdalene  Schweitzer 
in  Jan,,  1732,  Conrad’s  death  date  is  not  known,  but  his  wife  died  in  Jan. 1801. 
Their  children  were:  Jacob,  Catharine,  Conrad  (Jr.),  Christiana,  Christian, 
Susanna,  John,  Elizabeth,  Abraham  and  Magdalena.  Jacob  was  born  about  1733, 
and  Conrad  in  1738.  These  two,  and  possibly  others,  together  with  their  ac¬ 
quired  families,  removed  into  what  is  now  tho  Littles town  section  of  Adams 
County,  Pa. ,  and  into  the  Unionville  and  Lewistown  sections  of  Frederick  county, 
Md.,  probably  between  1750  and  1760. 

JACOB  DUTROW  /or/  CONRAD  DUTROW,  Jr. 

GGGG  Grandfather  of  P.  E.  H. 

At  this  timo  there  is  confusion  over  our  ancestor  of  this  generation,  but 
the  best  data  available  indicates  he  was  Jacob,  son  of  Conrad,  Sr.,  and  hi3 
wife  Magdalene.  There  is  a  possibility,  however,  he  was  Conrad,  Jr, 
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GEORGE  D.  and  CATHERINE  DUTROW 
GGG  Grandparents  of  P.  E.  H, 

This  George  B.  Dutrow  was  a  son  cither  of  Jacob  or  Conrad,  Jr.  See  page  18. 
Little  is  known  of  this  couple  other  than  that  their  son  Conrad  married  Susanna 
Sulzer.  It  may  be  pertinent  that  in  the  first  census  of  Frederick  County,  1790, 
a  George  Dutrov  was  listed  as  a  family  head. 

CONRAD  and  SUSANNA  (Sulzer)  DUTROW 
GG  Grandparents  of  P.  E.  H. 

Conrad  was  the  third  child  of  George  E.  and  Catherine  Dutrow,  and  was  born 
Sopt.  21,  1776.  Ho  married  Susanna  Sulzer  (marriage  license  spells  it  Soolscr). 
They  wcro  married  Jan.  21,  1799.  Susanna  was  born  Mar.  8,  1779.  This  couple  had 
elovon  children.  One  was  Sophia,  born  Sept.  23,  1803,  and  married  Henry  Creager; 
another  was  Catherine,  who  married  a  Stimmel;  another  was  in  later  life  known  as 
"Aunt  Becky"  (probably  Rebecca).  The  one  other  child  of  whom  we  have  record  was 
George,  our  ancestor,  who  was  born  Aug.  25,  1801.

Chapter  IX 

the  McDonald  ancestry 

In  his  book,  "Surnames  of  Scotland,"  Dr.  George  F,  Black  states  there  are 
thirty-seven  variations  of  the  spelling  of  the  name  McDonald.  Among  those  list¬ 
ed  are  MacDonald,  McDonel,  McDonnel,  McDonnell,  McDannel,  McDonoll,  McDonyll, 
Mackonald,  Machonel,  M’Donnyle,  etc.  The  McDonalds  of  whom  this  is  a  treatiso 
have  used  but  a  few  of  these  variations,  natnoly,  McDonnel,  McDannel,  McDonnell. 

ANGUS  McDONALD  (I).  The  earliest  known  ancestor  from  whom  the  Frederick 
County  McDonalds  feel  they  can  definitely  trace  their  lineage  was  Angus  McDon¬ 
ald,  who  was  born  in  the  Scottish  Highlands  about  the  year  1700. 

ANGUS  McDonald  (II).  Born  in  the  Scottish  Highlands  in  1724  (or  1727)  ho 
was  in  the  battle  of  Culloden  during  a  war  between  England  and  Scotland.  After 
the  war  he  sailed  for  America,  arriving  at  Falmouth,  V a.,  in  1746.  Moving  into 
the  Interior,  he  soon  established  his  love  for  his  adopted  country  and  became 
successively  a  captain,  major,  and  It.  colonel  in  the  Colonial  Army*  One  of  his 
assignments  was  to  build  a  fort  at  Wheeling,  W.  Va.  For  his  services  as  a 
soldier  he  was  given  a  tract  of • 400  acres  of  land  just  east  of  Winchester,  Va., 
which  he  named  Glengarry,  after  a  locality  he  loved  in  his  native  Scotland,  An¬ 
gus  McDonald  (II)  married  Ann  Thompson  and  it  is  said  there  wore  at  least  seven 
children  In  the  family.  One  of  his  sons  was  also  named  Angus  (III),  and  a  son 
of  Angus  (III)  was  named  Angus  William.  Angus  William  was  born  in  1799*  and 
graduated  from  West  Point  in  the  same  class  with  Jefferson  Davis,  who  later  be¬ 
come  president  of  the  Conf derate  States  of  America.  At  the  outbreak  of  the 
Civil  War  Angus  William  McDonald  recruited  and  organized  a  regiment  of  Cavalry 
from  the  vicinity  of  Winchester  and  was  commissioned  a  colonel.  He  was  62  at 
the  time  and  badly  afflicted  with  rheumatism.  Because  of  his  affliction  he 
could  not  ride  a  horse  at  the  head  of  his  regiment,  but  had  to  be  transported 
in  a  covered  wagon.  As  the  war  progressed  his  afflictions  increased  and  he  had 
to  turn  his  command  over  to  Col.  Ashby.  Col.  McDonald  died  in  1864. 

We  now  go  back  to  Angus  McDonald  (ll).  Family  tradition  is  that  back  in 
colonial  days  he  bought  land  in  Frederick  County,  Md» ,  upon  which  to  settle  one 
or  more  of  his  sons.  Among  the  land  records  of  Frederick  County,  Md.,  is  a 
deed,  a  copy  of  which  is  in  the  possession  of  tho  writer  through  the  courtesy 
of  Miss  Edith  Miller,  of  Frederick,  genealogist  of  the  D.  A.  R.  of  Frederick. 

The  deed  is  for  several  tracts  of  land  totaling  796  acres,  presumably  in  the 
Creagerstown  district,  and  was  conveyed  to  Angus  McDonald,  "Virginia  Gentle¬ 
man,"  from  Cornelius  Thompson,  "Planter  .  .  of  the  Dominion  of  Virginia,"  and 
the  date  on  the  deed  is  May  3,  1772.  Since  Angus  McDonald  married  a  Miss 
Thompson,  it  is  possible  this  land  was  conveyed  to  him  by  his  father-in-law,  or 
other  relative  of  his  wife’s. 

Angus  McDonald  ( II )  held  many  offices  in  church  and  state,  and  was  one 
of  the  founders  of  Hiram  Lodge  No.  12,  A.  F.  and  A.  M. ,  of  Winchester.  He  died 
in  1778, 
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Since  a  descendent,  Jacob  McDonnell  (McDonald)  owned  two  farms  about  a 
half  mile  south  of  Creagerstown,  where  the  Lewistown  road  crosses  Hunting  creek, 
it  is  a  reasonable  assumption  that  the  acreage  bought  by  Angus  McDonald  in  1771 
was  in  this  area.  Incidentally,  the  area  is  the  site  of  the  old  Monocacy  Vil¬ 
lage,  now  non  existent,  but  said  by  some  historians  to  bo  the  site  of  the  first 
white  settlement  in  Western  Maryland,  (about  1730)* 

Who  of  his  sons  Angus  McDonald  put  in  charge  of  his  newly  purchased  land 
we  do  not  know,  but  in  the  Revolutionary  V/ar  there  were  four  soldiers  from 
Frederick  County  named  McDonald.  George  and  Robert  McDonald  were  in  Captain 
Philip  Maroneyls  Co.,  another  George  McDonald  was  in  Captain  Valentine  Creager'e 
Co.,  and  Jonathan  McDonald  was  in  Captain  Jacob  Good's  Co*  An  Alexander  McDon¬ 
ald's  daughter  Elizabeth  married  George  Conrad  Miller  Aug.  8,  1789.  Other  mar¬ 
riage  licenses  for  McDonalds  were  issued  between  1778  and  1799  for  Francis, 
George,  James,  Joseph  and  William  McDonald.  In  the  first  census  of  heads  of 
families,  1790,  there  were  four  McDonalds  so  listed:  Jacob,  James,  Samuel,  and 
Margaret.  In  the  list  of  registered  voters  of  1796  there  were  two  McDonalds: 
Francis  and  Jacob.  Just  which  McDonald  of  this  generation  connects  Angus  (II) 
with  Jacob,  the  g-grandfather  of  L.  McD.  H*  is  a  matter  of  conjecture  at  this 
time. 


JACOB  and  MARGARET  (Groshon)  McDONALD 
G-Grandparents  of  L.  McD.  H. 

About  all  the  information  we  have  of  this  generation  of  ancestors  is  told 
in  chapter  XIII,  "The  Groshons."  This  couple  had  at  least  two  children:  Jacob 
and  Harriett.  Harriet  married  a  man  named  Baker. 


JACOB  (Jr.)  and  CATHERINE  (Stimmel)  McDONALD 
Grandparents  of  L.  McD.  H. 

Jacob  McDonald  (Jr.)  was  born  Jan,  27,  1814  and  died  Oct.  30,  1885.  An  old 
topographical  map  of  Frederick  County,  1873,  shows  the  location  of  his  two 
farms  in  Croagerstown  district,  near  the  confluence  of  Hunting  Creek  with  the 
Monocacy  River.  His  name  is  imprinted  on  the  map*  He  also  owned  several  houses 
in  Creagerstown  and  in  his  declining  years  lived  in  one  of  them.  He  was  de¬ 
scribed  by  one  who  remembered  him  as  "a  man  of  sound  judgment  and  keen  insight, 
who  assisted  his  neighbors  with  wills,  deeds,  and  minor  legal  matters," 

Jacob  McDonnell  (as  ho  preferred  to  spoil  his  name)  married  twice.  His 
first  wife  was  Catherine  C.  Stimmel  (see  history  of  the  Stimmels).  They  were 
married  (licensed)  Jan.  17,  1843.  Catherine  was  born  Jan.  14,  1822,  and  died 
Oct,  29,  1854.  Jacob  and  Catherine  had  four  children: 

(1)  JOSEPHINE.  Bom  July  26,  1844;  died  Oct.  24,  1921.  Her  full  name  was 

Elizabeth  Josephine.  She  married  Hanson  Thomas  Jackson  in  1863.  The 
latter  was  born  Mar.  6,  1835  and  died  Sept.  29,  1900.  They  had  the  fol¬ 
lowing  children:

Catherine  (Stimmel)  McDonnell  and  her  husband  assisted  her  parents  with 
the  management  and  operation  of  the  Central  Hotel,  Frederick,  which  they  owned* 
It  is  said  her  untimely  death  was  caused  by  the  poisonous  fumes  of  a  greon 
paint  being  used  by  painters  in  repainting  the  interior  of  the  hotel.  The  ill¬ 
ness  it  caused  resulted  in  her  death.  She  died  Oct.  29,  1854* 

Jacob  McDonnell  (McDonald)  married,  secondly,  Mary  A.  Grinder,  of  Creagers- 
tovn,  and  returned  to  farming.  His  second  wife  was  born  Apr.  23,  1828,  and 
died  Aug.  27,  1898.  Both  are  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Creagerstown.  By  this 
marriage  (license  issued  Aug.  5,  1856)  the  following  children  were  born:

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JACOB  VINCENT  and  CLARA  (Routzahn)  KcDC'NALD 

Parents  of  L.  McD,  H. 

JACOB  VINCENT  McDONALD  (McDonnel)  was  the  son  of  Jacob  and  Catherine  Ann 
(Stimmel)  McDonnel,  and  was  born  Nov.  16,  1849  on  the  family  farm  near  Creagers- 
town,  Frederick  County,  Md.  His  father  spelled  his  name  McDonnel,  but  young 
Jacob  Vincent  preferred  the  original  spelling  of  the  family  name.  It  may  be  of 
interest  to  note  that  in  the  Genealogy  of  Scottish  and  Welsh  Names,  to  be  found 
in  the  Pratt  Library,  is  a  statement  that  the  McDonald  name  has  been  spelled 
with  thirty-seven  variations. 

At  about  the  age  of  seventeen  Jacob  Vincent  left  home  in  search  of  adven¬ 
ture  and  enlisted  in  the  U.  S,  Marines  for  one  year,  training  in  Washington  and 
on  the  warship  Niepsic.  At  the  termination  of  his  military  service  he  went  to 
Ohio  where  he  spent  a  number  of  years,  mostly  in  the  vicinity  of  Dayton*  Return¬ 
ing  to  Maryland,  he  married  Clara  Virginia  Routzahn  October  26,  1875.  See  the 
history  of  the  Routzahn  and  Bowlus  families,  chapters  XI  and  XII,  The  newlyweds 
went  to  Ohio  to  live,  but  remained  only  a  few  years.  Two  of  their  children,  Cora 
and  Albert,  were  born  in  Ohio.  All  of  the  other  children  were  born  on  the  fam¬ 
ily  farm  near  Daysville,  excepting  Naomi,  who  was  born  in  Frederick, 

Returning  to  Frederick  County,  Jacob  Vincent  and  wife  purchased  a  farm 
near  Daysville.  While  here  they  took  an  active  part  in  the  work  of  Mt,  Vernon 
United  Brethren  Church.  In  the  year  1894  the  family  removed  to  Frederick  and 
resided  for  a  number  of  years  on  W.  Patrick'  St.,  extended,  where  Jacob  V.  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  grocery  business.  In  1903  (?)  they  bought  the  home  on  East  Eighth 
Street,  extended,  where  they  continued  to  reside  until  1920  when  they  retired 
and  moved  into  a  home  they  purchased  on  East  Fourth  Street. 

Jacob  V.  and  Clara  McDonald  were  intensely  interested  in  church  work  and 
filled  various  positions  of  responsibility  and  leadership,  first  in  the  Mt.  Ver¬ 
non  Church  near  Daysville,  and  later  in  the  Frederick  United  Brethren  Church. 
Regardless  of  weather  conditions,  the  entire  family  walked  the  long  distance  to 
and  from  church  morning  and  evening  every  Sunday,  and  the  mid-week  service  as 
well.

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Chapter  XI 
THE  ROUTZAHNS 
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The  first  information  available  about  the  Routzahn  family  dates  to  about 
the  close  of  the  14th  century.  They  had  an  estate  at  Mainz  (Mayence)  on  the 
Rhine  which  was  called  "Rahzahn."  There  are  many  variations  in  the  spelling  of 
the  name — Routson,  Rawsong,  Rawzahn,  Rauenzahn,  Rauthzahn,  etc. 

Wolfgang  Routzahn  seems  to  have  been  the  first  Routzahn  to  arrive  in  Amer¬ 
ica,  lahding  at  Philadelphia  in  1727,  His  relationship  to  the  Routzahns  of  the 
Middletown  Valley  is  not  clear,  but  there  is  some  reason  for  thinking  he  was  an 
uncle  of  Johann  Ludwig  Routzahn  (Sr. ) 

JOHANN  LUDWIG  ROUTZAHN  (Sr.) 

GGG  Grandfather  of  L.  McD.  H, 

Johann  Ludwig  Routzahn  (Sr.)  landed  in  Philadelphia  from  the  ship  ’’Brothers" 
in  charge  of  Capt.  Muir,  Aug.  28,  1750.  There  were  271  passengers  on  board,  a 
large  number  for  such  ships  as  sailed  the  high  seas  at  that  time.  He  seems  to 
have  gone  first  to  Lancaster  County,  Pa. ,  which  was  a  mecca  for  newly  arrived 
German  emigrants  at  that  time.  In  1755  he  was  a  teamster  with  Braddock’s  army 
in  its  unsuccessful  campaign  against  Fort  Duquesne.  In  1756  he  was  a  resident 
of  Littlestown,  Pa.  Littlestown  at  that  time  had  such  a  colony  of  Germans  that 
it  was  frequently  called  Germantown.  It  was  a  stopping  stone  for  many  Germans 
between  Lancaster  and  Frederick  County,  Md.,  the  Cumberland  and  Shenandoah  Val¬ 
leys.  Johann  Ludwig  Routzahn  then  bought  a  farm  of  500  acres  near  Ellerton,  in 
the  upper  Middletown  Valley.  In  addition  to  clearing  this  land  for  farming,  the 
erection  of  the  necessary  farm  buildings,  and  tilling  the  soil,  ho  found  some 
time  to  work  at  the  trade  of  hat  making,  which  he  had  learned  in  Germany.  The 
name  of  his  wife  is  not  known  to  us,  but  one  son,  Johann  Ludwig  (Jr. )  became 
the  ancestor  of  L.  McD.  H.

Johann  Ludwig  Routzahn  (Jr.)  was  born  Aug.  13,  1767  and  died  Aug.  15,  1856, 
He  married  Esther  Sheffer,  who  was  born  Jan.  1,  1767,  and  died  Mar.  8,  1815. 

Both  are  buried  at  Church  Hill,  near  Ellerton.  One  of  their  children  was  John 
Jacob.

For  twenty-five  years 
prior  to  his  death,  Albert  Routzahn  was  superintendent  of  Mount  Olivet 
Cemetery,  Frederick.  Laura's  father  was  a  school  teacher;  her  sister 
Lavinia  taught  school;  and  she  had  two  brothers  who  were  doctors  of 
medicine.  No  children.

The  Bowlus  (Bowles,  Baulus,  Bowlass,  Boulus,  etc.)  family  were  among  the 
earliest  settlers  of  the  Middletown  valley.  Henry  Baulus  arrived  from  Germany 
in  1735  and  seems  to  have  been  the  patriarch  of  the  clan.  His  grandson,  Jacob 
Baulus  (b  Mar.  10,  1768,  d  Apr.  20,  1851)  was  very  prominent  in  community  and 
religious  affairs  at  the  turn  of  the  19th  century.  Jacob  Baulus  and  his  broth¬ 
er  John,  and  Rev.  Lawrence  Everhart  married  sisters,  Crate,  Eva  and  Mary  Beck- 
enbaugh.  Everhart  was  a  famous  Revolutionary  War  hero  and  after  the  war  became 
both  a  Methodist  and  United  Brethren  preacher.  It  was  not  thought  improper  at 
that  time  for  ministers  who  could  speak  both  German  and  English  to  belong  to 
both  denominations  (then  called  societies)  at  the  same  time.  The  United  Breth¬ 
ren  used  the  German  language  and  the  Methodists  the  English.  Everhart  attended 
United  Brethren  conferences  and  accepted  assignments  to  fields.  In  1806  he  en¬ 
tertained  the  whole  conference  on  his  farm,  his  neighbors  assisting. 

Rev.  Jacob  Baulus  began  preaching  at  the  age  of  18,  and  was  licensed  in 
1795 ,  but  his  ordination  did  not  take  place  until  1814.  In  1801  he  was  the 
leading  spirit  in  the  erection  of  a  union  meeting  house  for  both  United  Breth¬ 
ren  and  Methodists.  The  United  Brethren  preached  in  German  on  one  Sunday  and 
the  Methodists  in  English  the  next  Sunday.  With  the  increasing  popularity  of 
the  English  language  the  younger  members  of  the  Bowlus  family  gradually  gave 
their  affiliation  to  the  Methodist  Church.  Later,  each  denomination  built  its 
own  house  of  worship.  Rev.  Jacob  Baulus  was  a  member  of  the  famous  organizing 
conference  of  the  Unitod  Brethren  held  at  the  homo  of  Peter  Kemp,  near  Freder¬ 
ick,  in  September,  1800,  when  the  denomination  was  officially  launched.  In 
1805  he  entertained  the  conference  in  his  home,  with  his  neighbors  and  fellow 
churchmen  assisting.  In  1822  he  was  sent  by  the  United  Brethren  as  a  mission¬ 
ary  to  the  "Black  Swamp"  region  of  Ohio,  where  his  preaching  resulted  in  the 
formation  of  many  churches  and  the  organization  of  Sandusky  Conference.  He 
died  in  Ohio,  April  20,  1851.  The  Rev.  Jacob  Baulus  was  fifty-four  years 
of  age  when  he  emigrated  to  Ohio.  How  many  of  his  children  had  married  before 
his  departure  and  settled  down  in  the  Middletown  Valley  is  not  known. 

The  Rev.  Valentine  Baulus,  either  a  brother  or  cousin  of  Jacob,  born  1763, 
also  became  a  United  Brethren  minister.  He  was  licensed  in  1802  and  was  ordain¬ 
ed  in  1817.  He  died  in  1819.

Our  knowledge  of  the  relationship  of  the  Bowlus  family  with  the  McDonalds 
becomes  specific  with  the  names  of  David  and  Sophia  Bowlus.  David  Bowlus,  born 
1790,  died  1839,  married  Sophia  A.  Beckenbaugh.  She  died  July  21,  1865,  in  her 
65th  year.  The  license  for  their  marriage  was  issued  Jan.  1,  1823.

Upon  graduating  from  Dickin¬ 
son  College  in  May,  1856,  Edward  Bowlus  and  George  Carlton  Rhoderick 
bought  out  the  equipment  and  good  will  of  a  Middletown  paper  called  ’’The 
Catoctin  Whig.”  They  re-named  it  11  The  Valley  Register,”  which  name  it 
still  carries.  In  the  sprang  of  1858  Edward  Bowlus  sold  his  interest  in 
the  paper  and  prepared  for  the  dental  profession.  He  practiced  for  a 
time  in  Middletown  and  Hagerstown,  then  established  his  office  in  Freder¬ 
ick  where  he  continued  to  the  time  of  his  death.

In  1753  Isaac  Stimmel  owned  property  known  as  "Lickrun"  on  the  Conoco- 
cheague  Creek,  which  was  then  part  of  Frederick  County,  Md,  In  that  year  he 
sold  the  property  and  removed  to  a  section  of  York  County,  Pa.,  which  is  now 
in  Adams  County.

JACOB  STIMMEL 

GGG  Grandfather  of  L.  McD,  H, 

Jacob  Stimmel,  son  of  Isaac,  was  married  and  had  a  family  when  he  removed 
from  what  is  now  Adams  County,  Pa,,  to  Woodsboro  district,  Frederick  County,  Md., 
in  1770.  He  owned  tracts  of  land  known  as  "Bedford”  and  "Longsdon's  Amendment." 
He  died  in  1807, 

JACOB  STIMMEL  (Jr.)  and  ELIZABETH  (Bussard)  STIMMEL 
GO  Grandparents  of  L.  McD.  H. 

Jacob  Stimmel,  Jr.,  was  born  Dec.  21,  1762  and  died  Sept*  17,  1842.  At  the 
age  of  seven  or  eight  years  he  was  brought  by  his  parents  to  the  Woodsboro 
section.  On  Nov.  13,  1785,  he  married  Elizabeth  Bussard.  We  lack  information 
about  her  family  and  vital  statistics.  However,  we  know  that  they  were  the 
parents  of  John  Bussard  Stimmel.

John  Bussard  Stimmel  was  born  July  7,  1791,  and  died  Feb.  17,  1883.  He

1876,  For  a  number  of  years  after  their  marriage  they  lived  at  West  Farms, 

Mass.  Lator  they  returned  to  Frederick  City  and,  with  the  help  of  their  daugh¬ 
ter  Catherine  and  her  husband,  Jacob  McDonnell,  they  operated  what  was  known  as 
"The  Central  Hotel."  It  was  located  on  the  s.  w.  corner  of  West  Patrick  and 
Court  Streets.  Here  Catherine  died  Oct.  29,  1854,  from  illness  caused  by 
poisonous  paint  fumes.  A  month  later  her  two  year  old  son  died,  cause  not 
known.

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THE  GR0SH0NS  IN  THE  McDONALD  BACKGROUND 
As  told  P.  E.  H.  by  Miss  Margaret  Groshon 

Three  brothers,  Abraham,  Elias,  and  John  Groshon  came  to  America  from 
France  in  the  late  1700’s.  The  original  spelling  of  the  name  is  said  to  have 
been  "Gros jean. ”  Other  variations  have  been  Groshong,  Grushon,  Grausawn,  etc. 
The  brothers  landed  on  the  New  Jersey  coast  and  made  their  way  to  tho  vicinity 
of  Creagerstown,  Frederick  County,  Md.,  where  they  engaged  in  farming, 

Elias  Groshon  married  Margaret  Lida  (Lidie)  in  Feb.  1801.  They  had  one 
child,  named  William,  born  in  1803.  William  married  Ann  Wickham  in  Nov.  1824 
and  had  a  son  named  Robert,  who  died  in  childhood.  Ann  Groshon  died  at  an 
early  age  and  William  married,  secondly,  Margaret  Clantz,  in  Nov.  1831.  William 
and  Margaret  had  seven  children,  of  whom  five  reached  maturity.  One  of  the 
five  was  William  Jasper  Groshon.  The  latter  married  Amy  Alice  Weddle  and  they 
had  nine  children,  of  whom  Margaret  Groshon,  now  living  in  Baltimore,  was  the 
fourth. 

Elias  Groshon,  who  married  Margaret  Lida,  in  addition  to  farming  made  a 
business  of  hauling  produce  to  the  Baltimore  markets  and  bring  merchandise  back 
with  him,  for  the  stores  and  farmers.  On  one  of  his  return  trips  he  was  attach 
ed  by  robbers  who  injured  him  so  severely  that  he  died.  His  young  son,  William 
was  then  taken  to  raise  by  his  Uncle  Abraham,  Margaret  Lida  Groshon  later 
married  Jacob  McDonnell,  (Sr. )  By  this  second  marriage  at  least  two.  children 
were  born — Jacob  McDonnell  (Jr.)  and  Harriett,  who  married  a  Mr.  Baker. 

Jacob  McDonnell, (Jr. )  married  Catherine  Stimmel  and  they  became  the  grand¬ 
parents  of  L.  McD.
